Sault Ste. Mane, Oct. 7.—Governments of Pnited States 
and Canada joined in an effort today to unplug the St. M ary’s 
Falls Canal bottleneck for the flow of vital defense iron ore 
halted abruptly this morning when the north .segment of the 
330-foot bascule bridge collapsed under a Soo Line freight en­ 
gine and tender, plunging the tender and engine into the canal 
with the loss of two lives. 
Four men were on the train of 40 to 50 cars when the en­ 
gine went into the canal at I: IO a. rn. 
On First Trip 
The accident cost the lives of David Monroe of Sault Ste. 
Marie, brakeman and conductor, and ll. J. Willis, engineer of 
Gladstone, who was on his first trip on the Sault run. Two 
other Sault men on the bridge were saved. 
A 200-ton railroad derrick summoned immediately from 
Sudbury lifted two cars which had been suspended on the 
north leaf of the bridge. Divers were sent down this morning 
to locate the bodies of the two men. They reported the engine 
wedged in against rocks and the tender’s coal spilled over the 
engine. A tug may have to be used to shift the engine so that 
❖ the the bodies may be recover­ 
ed. The divers are Wayne 
kauppi and W alter Sipniew- 
ski.

London— German U-boats attacking in 
the North Atlantic and off the coast ol 
Africa once again become a great threat to 
British shipping due to the new method of 
attack they now employ, naval circles here 
say. 


The first large scale tryout of this new 
technique— hunting in “ wolf packs” and 
emerging at night up into the center of a 
convoy 
occurred off the coast of north 
Portugal recently when a 4 8-liour running 
attack by a small armada of U-boats ac­ 
counted for at least six of 2 3 ships in a 
convoy bound for Gibraltar. 
A destroyer 
and a corvette went down, too. 
Two seamen from the ill-fated convoy, 
in describing the running 
battle 
which 
lasted through the night-times of 
two 
consecutive days, told how the jet black 
hair of one sailor turned d; ad white in six 
hours. 
As they related their story,

British Out of Malta 


^ I ALTA, lying 140 miles from 
the Italian mainland and 18C 
from Africa, is Britain's naval 
base in the middle Mediterranean. 
It is a British bulwark between 
Gibraltar on the west and Alex­ 
andria and Suez on the east. 
Since 
1798, 
when 
England 
seized the island from Napoleon 
Malta has been under British con­ 
trol. It is a British Crown Colony 
consisting of three islands, Malta, 
Gozo and Comino. 
The govern­ 
ment 
issued the stamp above, 
showing the important harbor at 
Valletta, in 1901.

Lord Nelson, who captured the 
inland, said: “ Malta is absolutely 
worthless as a British naval base ** 
Until the myth of Italian military 
strength was exploded in World 
War II, Malta was considered 
hopelessly vulnerable by the Brit­ 
ish 
The proximity of the is­ 
land to Italy along with the vaunt­ 
ed Italian air arm wert thought 
to be too severe handicaps for the 
British defenders.

Italy has boxed in the island 
forties* by mines and subjected it 
to repeated air attack without 
much success.
